W hen the tim e cam e to leave T yre 
the disciples there, men, women and 
children, accom panied P au l’s party ou t 
of the city down to the shore, au d 
all kneeled down on the shore and 
prayed. 
W hat an ob ject lesson for 
those who may have b een looking on! 
There are alw ays some w atching u s 
who draw their own inferences from 
ou r condu ct as to w hether we are 
worldly or other worldly, w hether we 
are for the most part in commu nion 
with earth or heaven. Some who b ear 
the nam e of C hrist have b een known 
to shrink from praying b efore others 
or even asking a b lessing on their food. 
W hat can He think of those who are 
thu s asham ed of H im ? (M att, x, 33.) 
As at Miletu s, so here a t Tyre we 
have another painfu l separation when 
Pau l and his com panions set sail and 
the friends from Tyre retu rn to their 
homes, b u t we tru st tha t all hearts 
were more than ever tu rned to Him 
who is ou r continu al hab itation (Ps. 
Ixxi, 3) and from w hose presence some 
day w e shall go no more ou t. One day 
at Ptolem ais, w here they also fou nd 
b rethren, and then to Caesarea, w here 
they tarried m any days in the home of 
Philip the evangelist, wrho had fou r 
dau ghters, virgins, who did prophesy. 
We recall tha t Philip was greatly u sed 
of God in Sam aria and then to lead 
the Ethiopian treasu rer to C hrist, after 
w hich he preached in all the cities 
from Azotu s to C aesarea (Acts vilL, 
40), b u t tha t seems to b e the last we 
have heard of him till now.

prophets, 
evangelists, pastors and teachers for 
the perfecting of the saints, for the 
work of the m inistry, for the edifying 
of the b ody of C hrist (Eph. iv, 11, 12), 
and w ere it not that Philip is still 
called the evangelist w e m ight think 
tha t he had b ecome pastor of the 
chu rch at Caesarea and tha t Corneliu s 
and his hou sehold w ere m em b ers of 
tha t chu rch.

NOT SAYING MUCH 


Leading Financiers Speak Gu ardedly 
of H arrim an’s Death. 
New 
York, 
Sept. 
10.—T here has 
come a flood of trib u tes from all parts 
of the cou ntry u pon Mr. H arrim an ’s 
career and life w ork—from railroad 
presidents, from b ankers and from 
men prom inent in all w alks of b u si­ 
ness and financial life. 
Friends, for­ 
m er b u siness associates, and even ri­ 
vals of the great railroad m an. spoke 
as a u nit of his trem endou s power for 
work. As to the prob ab le effect of his 
death on the financial worlc. there was 
a variety of ophu ’o r . b u t com m ent was 
generally ra the r gu arded. 
Follow ing tha expressions of deep 
regret on Mr. H am m an s death. W all 
stree t b egan to consider the qu estion 
as to w hat the effect m ight b e on the 
properties u nder his control and the 
financial world generally. In this con­ 
nection it was pointed ou t that Mr. 
H arrim an’s friends end the leaders of 
the financial 
world 
generally have 
known for m onths that the m alady 
w ith which he was afflicted was not 
cu rab le, and that it was only a qu es­ 
tion of tim e u ntil, even if he rallied 
from fke present attack, it wou ld b e 
necessary for him to lay down the ac­ 
tive direction of the great railroad 
fab ric that he had b u ilt u p. 
As these 
facts w ere known, it was assu m ed b y 
good ju dges of the situ ation that u n­ 
dou b tedly 
am ple 
preparations 
had 
b een m ade for the eventu ality of his 
death or retirem ent. 
R ecent estim ates of Mr H arrim an’s 
personal w ealth have varied all the 
way from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000. 
He was, of cou rse, a large holder of 
secu rities of the variou s corporations 
w ith which he was identified, inclu d­ 
ing in addition to the Union Pacific 
and Sou thern Pacific system s, over a 
score of sm aller or trib u tary proper­ 
ties, not only in this oou ntry, b u t in 
Mexico as well. 
R eport credited him 
w ith large personal holdings in the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe road, 
B altim ore & Ohio, Delaw are & H u d­ 
son, Erie, Illinois C entral, New York 
C entral and Pacific Mail Steam ship 
company. 
His holdings of Brooklyn 
Rapid T ran sit stock and b onds w ere 
very large a few years ago, and the 
9e 
have prob ab ly b een Increased in late 
years. 
He was reported to have b een 
the largest individu al stockholder In 
the 
W ells-Fargo 
E xpress 
company, 
which only recently acqu ired a virtu al 
monopoly of the express b u siness in 
Mexico. 
Mr. H arrim an’s real estate holdings 
in this city w ere com paratively small. 
H is hom e at A rden is said to repre­ 
sent an ou tlay of over $2,900,000.

Secluded in h is magnificent h ome on 
Tower Hill, surrounded by members 
of h is family , p h y sicians and nurses, 
h e succumbed to an intestinal disorder 
Monday afternoon, after a figh t against 
disease wh ich will rank for sh eer grit 
wiUl h is remarkable struggles In th e 
flnMtcial world. Th e ex act time of h is 
death is known only in th at limited 
circle of relativ es and associates wh o 
h ad so effectively sh ielded Mr. Harri­ 
man from all outside annoy ances dur­ 
ing h is last illness.

W h eth er th is ap p arent discrep ancy 
h as any bearing on th e current belief 
th at ev ery effort was made to lessen 
th e influence of th e financier’s death 
on th e New York stock market is p rob­ 


lematical. 
But it is significant th at 
th e time of h is death as officially an­ 
nounced was just th irty -fiv e minutes 
after trading h ad ceased on th e ex ­ 
ch ange in New York. 
Mr. Harriman 
died p eacefully and to th e end h is 
brilliant mind retained its integrity .
